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1. The Report and Order in the instant proceeding, FCC 75-769, 
adopted June 25, 1975, amended the rules, inter alia, to relax the ac- 
ceptability standards for applications for new standard broadcast 
stations and for major changes to existing standard broadeast stations, 

2, These amendments to section 73.37(e) were intended to relax, 
rather than restrict, the allocations standards for such standard broad- 
cast facilities, However, through inadvertence, we neglected to provide 
fora limited class.of applications which, while acceptable wider the 
previous rules, would be excluded by the new standards. Such. a:re- 
sult, of course, would run counter to the intent of the rules. 

3. Accordingly, we are correcting Appendix B of the Report and 
Order in Docket No. 20265 by addition of the following, which merely 
insures that aty ‘application acceptable under the old rules will con- 
tinue to be acceptable. In addition, some editorial correctioris: in- 
advertently omitted trom the Report and Order are included herein. 

4, Section 73.37 of the rules is amended to read as follows:

Note 10: Where the term “aural service” is used in paragraphs (e) (1) (iii) 
and (e) (2) (iii), it is intended to mean interference-free groundwave service 
provided by a standard broadcast station with a field strength of 5 mV/m or 
higher, or service provided by an FM broadcast station with a field strength of 
3.16 mV/m (70 dBu) or higher. Stations whose transmitter sites are located 
more than 50 miles from the nearest houndary of the community designated in 
the application shall be excluded from consideration in determining the existence 
of such aural services.
